Canceled claims 18-22. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 11-17 are 
allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach a multi-layer sheet material particularly 
comprising the claimed nonwoven web with a pulp web secured to it. Further, claims 2-10 and 
23 are allowed in view of Applicant's arguments, which clarifies that "unbeaten fibers" are not 
synonymous to "unpulped fibers".
